I truBt we may aJl feel truly 
bumble. The financial year has doubtless diminished the donations. 
Will it he a sufficient excuse to give our weary sisters on mission 
ground for not sending helpers, for closing schools, for stopping 
the printing preas 7 Will they think of you as denying yonreelf 
to the same extent? In this one year we are losing more than ve 
gained in five years. How does the God of Missions read this, 
think you ? 

We have this year taken posB^eion of a local habitation, 48 
MoCormiok Block, Chicago. We deeire that each one of you 
should have this address as &miliar as your own. How many of 
yon have enjoyed an hour in that small npper room, away Irom 
Uie dust of the street and the noise of the city ? A short time 
ago, a little colored boy, going up in the elevator for the first time,

said, " We are almost up to Heaven, ain't we?" Are our souk so 
dulled that we have no feeling of drawing neuer to the Master, as 
we go up to onr Mission Home ? 

The correspondence with societies thronghont the country has in- 
creased in interest wonderfully. The necessity of our work, and 
its nsefiilness, are drawing out the strongest sympathies of the 
women of the church. We say to all, this is only the beginning ; 
go on to greater things. This year 126 new auxiliary sooieties 
and mission bands have been formed, and 144 ladies have been 
made life members. Our magazine, " Woman's Work for Woman," 
bus increased in circulation, and we shall discuss at this time the 
wisdom of making it a monthly paper. In doing this we must 
call upon all die talent in each of our societies. This is a subject 
in which you are all interested, aud hereafter, when the editress 
may ask you for an original article, will you not respond cheer- 
luUy, rather than seek an excuse ? 

Our work has received a great impetus &om the visits of Mrs. 
Rhea in several of the States. Iowa, Indiana and Michigan, have 
answered nobly to hw appeals. Let not one spark die out, that 
she has laid npon the altar. Scores of chnrehes have been dis- 
appointed in the failure of Mrs. Rhea to visit them. After the 
summer months are passed, she may bear the mission standard 
within your Zion. She will only instruct yon, however, and your 
success will depend upon your zeal, and the assistance of the <ikiod 



At a recent convention of the Woman's Missionary Society of 
the Methodist Church, held in Muncie, Indiana, Miss Rnlison, a 
Great Heart in that Church, formed an auxiliary in the Presbyte- 
rian Church. When shall we be known only as Christians ? I 
beard a voice from Heaven, "they all shall be one," and I oried, 
"how long, Lord, how long?"

FOREIGN SECRETARY'S REPORT. 



One of the missionaries of the American Board, after sixteen 
years of labor in Hindostan, declined to speak of success achieved, 
but told us rather of beginnings made — the end being hidden from 
her knowledge. 

We, then, after three years only as a distinct society, may be 
pardoned for waiving the question, " What have you done?" to 
speak rather of what we are trying to do. Among the

we have three miasionariea, Miss Bueeell, Miss Calhoun, and Miss 
Susie Dougherty (whose support we have recently assumed) ; and 
one auxiliary supports two orphans in Mrs. Robertson's school.

These ladies write of "Sabbath eervieea and Wednesday erening 
prayer-meetings well attended" — of relig^oos services kept up by 
Indians only, dnriag a "hunt of eight weeks" — of the wish now 
Aud then expressed to " love Jeaiu." 

One of them saya : -' It doea seem to ns as if the Spirit of Glod 
was brooding over this mission, ready and willing to bless us." 

Suob things pat to shame the faitbleesaess eo prevalent among 
intelligent white men, as to the power of Christ over an Indian's 
soul. How white are onr souls in the sight of Him who left Heaven 
to redeem ub? We read that " God hath made of one blood all 
nations of men who dwell on the face of the earth." Do ve believe 
it? Is there not a sense in which we Americana are keepers of 
onr brothers the Red Men? Can not some of our auxiliaries take 
soholarsbipa in the Dacotah Home, at a yearly cost of $150.00? 
If you start at the expense, and ask why so much, I think the 
answer ie — because they are in an American nughborhood. 

MEXICO. 

We have had some correspondence with Mrs. Thompaon, at San 
Lub Potoai, and are daily hoping for fresh advices from her. The 
«ontributionB for her school, so far, are sufficient to supjwrt a Bible- 
woman and seven or eight pupils ; for these we have applied to her. 
We would like to assume her school entirely, if we are warranted 
in so doing. God grant that Miss Rankin's mantle may &11 upon 
«very woman who labors iu Mexico ; that so faith in the power of 
tm open Bible may bring success. 

THE CHINESE. 

Oar reports show a few donations to missions among the Chinese 
in California — one to a School in Sacramento City. The wave of 
Chinese emigration, which now elicits ao much speonlation, may 
move on towards the Atlantic coast, or It may recede to China. In 
either case it is important to ns that contact with oar own laud 
should make this wave of humanity purer. Have we not a voice 
in this matter ? 
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At our latest advices from Miss Downing, Chefoo, China, she had 
received liberty from the mission to use, at her discretion, all ap- 
propriations for her school. She speaks of the great necessity to 
enlarge her rooms, and improve the drainage of the grounds, before 
the coming hot season. Here is an open door to the Minnesota 
Churches, which we trust they will not he slow to enter. To in- 
crease the eicellenee of Miss Downing's school appointments, and to 
fill her school with pupils — here is work for the coming year — for 
years to come ! Shall it not be generously done ? 

There are reported to us one Bible-woman and one pupil at Can- 
ton ; two pupils at Rev. D, C. McCoy's school at Pekin, and there 
are a few contributions for Mrs. Doolittle's sdMol at Shanghai. It is 
to be regretted that imperfect communication between the auxiliaries 
and their beneficiaries, or between the ansiliaties and your secretaries, 
makes our report in many points uncertain and defective. Let us 
not only do more work, but let us be more prompt and systematic 
in oar way of doing it. 

AFRICA. 

Our work in Africa is very small. Our Auxiliary has 
a pupil at Coriseo, but we have thus far failed to secure for 
others the pupils they solicited. What answer the next let- 
ter from Benita will bring we know not. Our missionary at 
Benita is still in this country, but her husband wrote, in June, 
that "throughout the entire two years of his life there, there had 
been unflagging interest and steady and perceptible progress, not 
only among those connected with the station, but even among the 
people." By one auxiliary, two pupils in Scotia Seminary are sup- 
ported. It may be that this same Scotia Seminary is the key to our 
work in Afnca ! May not some devoted woman of this freed- 
woman's school be educated for a missionary physician, and go, with 
gifts of hoaJing for both soul and body, to her African kinswomen ? 
Let us earnestly pray that by some means we may work wisely and 
efficiently for Ethiopia, that when her time of harvest comes, there 
may be a few sheaves from seed of our sowing.

SIAM. 

When Mrs. House went to Siam she waa asked to select pupils in 
her school for various auxiliaries (in all cases scholarshipB are better 
than pnpils), and the reports show several donations for misBions in 
Si&m. Mrs. House writes, however, that we must wait awhile for 
■ the alow moving of an Eastern people, before a school U establbhed 
from which she can offer us pupils ; but she begs us not. to deny 
her aid, when at last the way is open for her to use our funds. 
This slow moving of heathen nations, which so tests our faith aa'j 
patience, should develop in them that tenacity which defies defeat, 
Jjet us wait for definite work in Siam, and to do it when we can. 

We turn to 

INDIA, 

so vast in territory, so varied in chmate, so numerous in peoples, and 
languages, and religions ; where Christianity has kept her little 
lights burning for so many scores of years, seeming, at times, only to 
make the darkness of heathenism visible- but with the "sure and 
certain hope" that in G-od's own time the Son of Righteousness will 
rise over the tops of the Himalayas and shine into the remotest val- 
leys. And here we have seven missionaries, but what are they 
among so many ? And how few native teachers and Bible-readers 
we sustain ! How much more work may we empower these seven 
women to do for us — how many more women may we send out if we 
will I During the year past the salary of Mrs. Dr. Warren, now at 
Ooalior, has been assumed by societies in Indiana ; that of Mrs. 
Bei^n at Ambata is partially, and will, we hope, in time, be fully 
accepted by the ohnrohes of Louisville, Ky. From both these 
ladies we wait answers to our letters. Mrs. Lucas, lately transferred 
from Mynpurie to Futtehgurh, writes of work opening before her, 
full of interest, in which she solicits aid from us. Three native 
teachers and schools under Mrs. Lucas' care, are already provided 
for; who will take others? The work under Mrs, Kelso at Hawal 
Pindi might, it would seem, be greatly enlarged. Let us hold up 
her hands and stimulate her heart, not only by words, but by oon-

tribatiouB. Our mieBionariea can do only what we sustain them in 
doing — they are exponents of ourselves. 

Miae Pratt, at Debra, and Wins Morrison, at Ambala, are steadily, 
eameetly, and efficiently striving to undermine idolatry in high 
places ; to show the liberty of the gospel of Christ to those who are 
in the bitterest bond^e of soperstition, but who should lead their 
country-women out of darkness into light. Do not our hearts bum U> 
do more and more of this glorious work for the Master ? Miss Bacon, 
reluctantly submitting to her transfer from Dehra to Woodstock, will 
labor for the present, only too earaestly, we fear, for her life, to make 
the children of Anglo-Saxons worthy of Christian birth and herit- 
age. Let us follow our gifts to Woodstock with nn&iling prayer 
that it may be to all its inmates a sanitarium, not only for the body, 
but in the highest sense a sanitarium for the soul. 

Tinder care of Mrs. Alexander, at Mynpurie, Mrs. Wilder at Kol- 
apoor, and Miss Walsh at Allahabad (missionaries supported by the 
Philadelphia Society), we have four Bible women and six pupils. 

SYRIA. 

In Syria we have no missionary, and no independent work. A 
number of societies contribute generously G>r the school and school 
buildings at Sidon ; one suatiuns a pupU in this seminary. One so- 
ciety supports a school, and another helps build a church near Sidon. 
One has a pupil at Mount Lebanon, and two others each a pupil at 
Beirut. 

PBESIA. 

In Persia, old, and poor, and pitiM ; in Persia, historical, and 
poetical, and beautifiil, we have three missionaries — Mrs. Coan, Mtsa 
Dean, and Miss Jewett; and three native teachers — Hosheboo, and 
Hannah, and Pharasat. 

Mrs. Coan, with eares of wiie and mother, and the interruptions, 
not from refined and cultivated neighbors, but Irom the curious and 
degraded natives, and the general mission work that nobody else 
finds time te do, still visits the sick and the sorrowing, and 
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keeps burning for the heathen waylkrer a light in her home window. 
I do not think we realise how much lore and p&tience it coets to keep, 
in a heathen land, the clear light of a Chrietian home. 

Miss Dean reporte thirteenpupilabyname, as supported in Oroom- 

iah Female Seminary by our various auxiliaries. Hosheboo assista 
in thin Seniinarj in the winter, and henceforth, through the support 
of the Society at La&jette, Ind., will be able to work in villages 
through the summer. 

An appeal has recently been sent to many of onr Sunday Schools 
for mountain and village schools, closed through the hiUer necessity 
for retrenchment by the Assembly's Board ; it has made oor hearts 
ache because of their poverty and ours, and oi^ht to move many 
more of our auxiliaries, as it has moved some, to take these schools 
and BO suetuD them that they will be beyond reach of retrenchment. 
This cannot be done by impulse; but, by a steady and oonstant 
amassing of the littles, as the ant does the grain of sand, we 
might keep ali and more of these schools in operation, until Persia 
begins to sustain herself. 

Miss Jewett is at last really at Tabriz, full of joy, and course and 
hope, beginning her work, and sendit^ hack the earnest appeals for 
aid, to which responses begin to come. 

While Miss Jewett waited to enter Tabriz, she was like Paul 
" pressed in spirit" to teach the Mussulman girls at Oroomiah. She 
commenced a school fur them, and continued it, under some difficul- 
ties, until called to Tabriz. Thither word came to her that twenty 
«f these Mussulman girls " were crying to go back to sdiool." And 
the school is re-opened, taught by Miss Katie Cochran. Was there 
DO Providence in Miss Jewett's delay at Oroomiah ? It has given 
as two schools instead of one, for Miss Jewett's work is our work 
and we have assumed this school. One of our societies (Third 
Church, Chicago), begins work for it with $100.00, and asks to know 
more of it, so as to do more for it, and others have given for it. Is 
there any lack of work for us in Persia? 

For two missionaries " fit to stand before kings," for Teheran, we 
have called to all the Northwest, and we have earnestly cried to &od 
for them. Who has heard us? Who will answer? Ood has heard 
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ns and he will answer through Sit children. Will the answer — can 
the answer be — No one, Lord ; not any one ready. Five of oar 
aocieties have promptly offered suma from 8500 down, to support 
these two ladles when found. But even money is easier to win 
than consecrated souls. 

And now, in view of all these things which we are trying to do, 
this work to which we have put our hands, and from which we can~ 
not look back, and the more and greater work which beckons us 
from before, the cry is forced from our souls, " who is sufficient for 
these things ?" We work under so many limitations, both from 
within and from without. 

As members of missionary oi^nizations, we need, in a &t greater 
degree than we possess, promptness and system. Friction, whiob 
causes both pmn and hindrance, would be thus diminished. 

As individuals, we fed, with more aod more intensity, the call to 
be devoted wives and mothers, graceful dispensers of that hospitality 
which St. Panl enjoins ; cultivated and honorable members of the soci- 
ety in which God has placed ns ; to prove to a world that has doubted 
for eighteen hundred years, and doubts still, that a Christian woman- 
hood not only may be, but b, the most beautiful and the most effi- 
cient of which woman is capable, that Christ is indeed her crown of 
glory. 

The amount of our conlnbutions, and the character and success of 
OUT misaiouaries, wilt depend upon ourselves. It will be " in our- 
selres and not in onr stars" if we are " underlings" in God's work 
for the world. 

There are luminous moments in our spiritual life when the sky 
above us seems aglow with celestial light, when our brows are touched 
with an atmosphere, cool, and pure, and vivifying ; when the quick- 
ened soul sees itself as it might be, with the wrinkles of care 
smoothed out, and the impress of the " peace which passeth under- 
standing" left instead ; the feverish, unequal toil of anxiety and 
&ithleBsnesB replaced by that labor of love and trust which is in 
itself a constant success. 

But such moments are so rare I How may they become habitual ? 
How shall wc begin to attain that perfection for which we are bidden 
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to strive ? Is not entire oonseoTEtion to ChrUt the Rubioon on thia 
side of whioh we are irreeolate uid nnsacoesBful ; on tlie other mde 
of irhioli we m^ht go on conquering uid to conquer ? Will not the 
hatnt of seeking first the kingdom of God and his rigfateousnees 
bring barmony out of discord, peace out of unrest, poise out of tba- 
illation, liberty out of bondage 1 

And when, tbe love of Christ having constrained all oar powers 
into obedience, we rise to the glorious liberty of the ohildrea of 
Qod ; when we dare to court openly the best gifls in that " more ex- 
cellent way" of charity, then, surely, God will honor our prayers 
and labors for tbe emancipation of our sisters whose souls moan 
or smother in their bondage.

Advices from Mrs. Lucas, our missionary in India, tell of her 
transfer to Futtehgorh, and the great need of educated female 
missionary physicians. She enlarges upon the unbounded taith the 
missionaries have in the noble Christian women at home, who pur- 
chased Woodstock, and adds, " I prize more than I can express the 
prayers of the dear ones who contribute so generously to my sup- 
port." 

Some fifteen months since a " plan" for oi^anizing the Synod of 
Michigan into Presbyterial Societies was adopted by the Ladies 
Syuodical Committee, and firat carried into operation in Detroit 
Presbytery, followed by Grand Rapids, and latterly by Monroe Pres- 
bytery. Reports of each of these societies will be presented here 
to-day. With a reasonable hope that another year of active labor 
will see the other three presbyteries fnlly committed to the work, 
we thank God and take course. The labors of the Synodical Com- 
mittee have been very onerous and have devolved mostly upon this 
and the Ypsilanti society. The expenses of our State work, includ- 
ing printing, purchase of Leaflets, etc., have been borne by this 
society, amounting to over fifty dollars. The wants of the new mis- 
sion BtAtion at Teheran, Persia, are engaging the attention of some 
of our new societies. Our surplus fund will go in this direction. 

The orgaoization of Mission Bauds forms a prominent feature in 
our State work. Little hearts are earnest in the cause, little hands 
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busily at work, and inikut voices are askiog God's blessing on child- 
isb efforts. What may we not hope for in tbe future, of children 
thus engaged ? 

The two missionary conventions held, at Ypsilantiin 1873 and 
Battle Creek in 1874, have given a great impulse to the Foreign 
Missionary work among our churches, and have proved of incalcul- 
able value. 

The results of Preshyteriol oiganiiatioa have been most happy in 
our State, fiilty demonstrating the power and value of associated 
effort, stimulating the larger chnrchea to a holy emulation, and bringing 
also the smaller and weaker into active sympathy and co-operation ; 
uniting all hearts in the bonds of Christian fellowship. 

It is from a mount of blessing and privilege, with grateful hu- 
mility, that we record tLe labors of the past year, with a consciousness 
that the Master has wonderfully honored our faith and desires. 

In view of the work yet to be accomplished; in view of the sad 
retrenchments in progress in many of our missions, what a demand 
there is for self-sacrifice I Dear sisters, let us go up higher into this 
mount of blessing and of privilege, and raise there an altar of self- 
consecration, keeping it ever bright with the flame of a devotion 
pure and undying. Let us ever keep in remembrance the debt we, 
as Christian women, owe to the Gospel, and evince our gratitude by 
sending it with all its richness of blessing to our sisters in heathen

The Young Ladies' Missionary Society of the Fort Street Church 
have not done as much for Foreign Missions this year as we intend 
to do in the Aiture. The proceeds of our annual fair in December 
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were devoted to home work. We have aided several poor families 
in the city, aod the widow of a Home Missionarj in Kansas. We 
have also laid aside S50 for patients at Harper Hospital, and still 
have a fund on hand which will be used either for the hospital or city 
poor. A separate fund was niised, after the fair, for foreign causes. 
Forty dollars were spent for the year's support of the Pierson 
School in India. This charge has been resigned to the Bhea Mis- 
sion Band, a. society formed from the younger members of the 
church and Sabbath school, as a result of the Battle Creek Con- 
In February Mrs. Root, the Vice President of our society, made 
herself a life member of the W. F. B. M. Helen Pierson, of the 
Rhea Band, is also u member of the same. We have fourteen sub- 
scribers for the W{iman'8 Work for Woman. 

At OUT last meeting the members decided to take the support of 
a lady missionary at Teheran, Persia, at a cost of $450,

As the last snow of winter had just scattered its jcrystals in soft 
profusion over yard and street, returning home one evening, I met 
a little girl, leaning ag^nst a broken railing.

The masses of India are utterly unfit to receive any idea, or un- 
derstand anything beyond eating, drinking, dressing, and putting 
on their ornamente, ao entirely has their self-appreetation and 
sense of personal responsibiUty been obliterated. Said a returned 
Missionary to me last week, "I entered a Zenana und told the 
women of Heaven; they said it was heaiiti/iil! I told them ot 
that ga<l world, the abode of those who did evil. With stolid indif- 
ference they replied, we know nothing about it, — our husbands 
know, — we nte women and le^wv: nothing at aU." And these poor 
degraded ones are to {^ve their impress to 800,(100,000. The 
thought is appalling ! 

We hear much of Woman's mission. Is not this work vast enough 
and holy enough to fill all our aspirations ? We have consecrated 
ourselves and our daughters to it. Our daughters— have they rare 
^ft« of mind ; has Christian culture thrown over them the choicest 
refinement, the purest benevolence, the deepest love ? Then shall 
their work be the better. Is it not the choicest types of Christian 
womanhood which can best impress upon heathen women the purity 
and refinement which Christianity bestows ? Many of us gave our 
sons to God in the service of the country ; some our only sons, and 
no voice cried, as to Abraham, '■ a substitute is found," but the sac- 
rifice was accepted, and our hearts weep now, as then ; the vacant 
seat is never filled ; we miss the tender love, the sweet sympathy, the 
hour of prayer with our loved, not lost ! Shall we now refuse t<i 
giTe our daughters to this work of blessing other lands ? Nay, the 
choicest, the best ? Uod asks them. 

We have alreadv sent 50 of these dear ones, to superintend girls' 
schools, to t«ach in Zenanas, and to meet the timid native women in 
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the hidden and sheltered lanes and by-ways where they congr^ato, 
nnemharrassed by the expected or real presence of huRband, brothsr 
or son. 

How shall /unih for such a work be obtained ? The gold and 
the silver «Te the Lord's, but we most coin them. We plead, first, 
for an intelligent and complete organization in every Preibyteriut 
Church in our land. Why not ? Is there one hand too tightly 
clinched to be opened to this blessed charity, or one heart too cold in 
spiritual death to breathe a prayer for our success ? Let no branch 
fear dying of ennui, nor that it sbalt prove only the cold, flashing, 
&ding aurora borealis. It shall be to the individual church the 
prophecy of its power, and the measure of its spiritual life. 

On a heautiliil morning in the winter, there hung a rare gem in 
the sky. The sun had risen an hour before, and half way from the 
horizon tc the zenith rested a perfect circle of light, upon which 
hung four miniature suns — the parhelia. At the zenith was a crown, 
i^parently a foot iu diameter, rivaling in perfection and richness of 
color the brightest rainbow. For an hour it scattered its orange and 
purple, \tB gold and green. I longed to take it, and with heart en- 
tranced, I said, " Beautiful crown 1 " Little mist-world, revealed by 
the silent work of each atom, beautified by its work, and a bless- 
ing, for it dropped into my heart a lesson : Individual work, reveal- 
ing and beautifying individual character \ united organization, (he 
ninbow of promise to heathen womanhood. 

Such a parhelia to-day rests over Michigan ; and so rich a crown 
over your own Ypsilanti. Individual work — complete organization 
in a single church. The ladies, numbering 150, are oipinized into* 
" Woman's Missionary Society," and meet monthly. This did not 
accommodate the young ladies, many of whom are teachers and 
students in the schools, and they are formed into an auxiliary, holdmg 
monthly meetings at the residences of the members, admitting young 
gentlemen as honorary members ; all paying 91.00 per year mem- 
bership. They meet at 6 P. M., for work or business ; at 8 tlie 
honorary members join them, and the time is spent socially ; cars 
being taken not to lose sight of t>eing a missionary oi^nizatioa. 
Refreshments are served, but limited in variety. The pastor is iu- 
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Tited, and at the close a prayer is offered and abynin sung. '■ We 
are particularly pleased," writes'the Secretary, "with this society in 
ita two-foM afipeot ; it promotes acquaintance and sociability among 
the young people, and gives them a work lo do. Its gatherings are 
wnongthemost popular in our city." Then the precious little girls — 
aod why not the boys ? — are organized as " Little Gleaners," meeting 
on Saturday afternoon, monthly, spending an hour in work, paying 
one penny per week membership. When the young ladies give an 
entertainment they are allowed a table for their work, or go ihrongh 
the social rooms selling flowers, confectionery, et«. A Bible claBS, 
which cannot meet with any of these, contributes by itself; and what 
ia the result of all this in the mission field ? The support nf Miss 
Dean, of Oroomiah, the tuition of a girl in her school, and the sup- 
port of another in Mrs. Wilder's school, Kolapoor. If this be the 
result of nearly complete organization in one church, should every 
Other follow there shall be no unsatisfied cry from the heathen world ; 
and the reflex influence at home will bless, not only our daughters, 
but our sons, around whom, alas ! is thrown but teeble influence for 
good. To insure thorough organization, each Presbytery needs a 
Presbyterial Society, end their immediate formation we would ui^ 
upon the attention of the delegates present. Our work will thus- 
embrace lai^er and more perfect schemes, and the results will be more 
apparent. For instance, the Presbyterial Society of Newark, N. J. 
Three of its churches work for Syria ; all the rest work for the 
Canton Mission, supporting all the unmarried lady missionaries, ex- 
cept one previously provided for ; erecting needed buildings, sap- 
porting schools, and are now arranging ibr a Sanitarium, to prolong, 
if possible, the lives of their missionaries. .1 clearer insight into 
the poinbiliHei within our reach, will, we think, show the advan- 
tages ot eentraliiing, instead of scattering, the small contributions 
of individual churches. 

Complete oi^nization, too, ensures giving; and giving should be 
made a means of grace. In this, let us become as little children, 
^ving our mites. 

To secure these mites, I would ui^e a system of weekly or 
monthly pledges; the envelope system, or the card. This is an 
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innuTation to which we, ait PreHbytemna. do not tiiko kindly. It 
Costa much lees thought, attentiou, * and time, too, to pay one, ten, 
fifty or one hundred dollara yearly, than 2, 5, 25 cents, or (1.00 per 
week, but this frequent thought is an element of power in the Mis- 
Bion work. What we thinit of often, we pray for often ; our alms 
and our prayers are inseparable. Think of praying for Missions 
once a year! Think of rain once a year! We would ui^e the 
" Envelope System," or this frequent giving, as an aid to oar devo- 
tions, if the amount of funds were not thereby increased. Allow me 
to cite as examples in the West, the ladies of Cedar Rapids, r^ing 
nearly S550 in this way, a lat^e advance npon other methods ; and 
those of Quincy and Bock Island, Ills. ; and in the East, the First 
Presbyterian Church of Newark N. J., in which but two ladies sub- 
aeribe-BB much aa $1.00 per month, yet their usual contributions 
are £1,000 per year from these Small sams. Besides, it is the Divine 
plan ; he gives the mighty dew, the frequent r^n, not the 
yearly deluge. He gives the springs, the rills, the streams, not all 
one ocean \ the frequent breezes, not all one tornado. Let us take 
lessons, too, from the Romanists ; their massive cathedrals, churches, 
convents, how are they built ? How do the Peter's Pence accumu- 
late into the mi/iioiw o/ doUarif Not by the yearly $10,000's 
pledged by the Government of Ecuador, tilt Borne and Italy again 
swear allegiance to the Pope ! but bj the frequent giving of the 
littler. We are urgent to secure this method of contribution. Let 
us give it a hearty, persistent trial, and instead of $25,000 raised 
with difficulty, we will have $50,(100 and a heavy deposit of love 
and prayer in that bank which honors every draft. 
But no inquiry is so frequent as 

" BOW DO YOU SPEND THE HOUR OF MONTHLY MEETING '!" 

From ext-eusive correspondence on this question, and a request, 
" Please send me a programme of a live, earnest meeting," allow me 
to present a small Society of only 30 members, in Illinois. The 
missions of our Board are catalogued, the '' Am. Board " given us a 
whole ', the Union Miss. Society, Pupal Europe, and Freedmen. 
Each lady selecto one upon which to report for the year. The meet- 
ing is opened by reading a paragraph or a promise, referring to the 
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conquests of the church. Praj'er is offered and a hyma san^. The 
Secretary's report is read ; it is not one of mere business, but re- 
calls, in brief, the state of the missions, a month ago. The Pres- 
ident then calls tor Persia ; the history of the early Nestorians is 
given, then Christian and missionary work, the causes that led to 
their decay, the introduction of error, their lapse into a lifeless for- 
malism, etc. ; the remainder is carried over to the next meeting. 

China is called for, and the latest news is given. Canton Mission 
is thoroughly canvassed, and our hearts rejoice that from China, the 
uicient land of Sinim, comes the news of a precious revival. Pe- 
kin, too, is brought in, for we had a claim for years on Mrs. Bridge- 
man, and now on her successor, Miss Porter. For Japan the 
time is too short ; we hastily call on Mrs. Pruyn ; then rapidly fol- 
low the £lderd of the First Church in their lay-preaching tour into 
the interior. Africa cornea in, benighted; but Mrs. Bcutlinger 
b encouraged hy the progress of the women, and the Arabic Bible 
has jui^t found its way into the interior, and is being read and favor- 
ably compared with the Koran. Now a letter is introduced plead- 
ing for Africa, through our Freedmen. Every race has its work. 
Is not the redemption of Africa waiting for them ? Mexico and 
South America follow in quick snccessJon. We have had just a 
glimpxe of heathenism ; we adore the grace that stoops so low ; we 
have been taught by the faith of the Persian convert ; the tear of 
sympathy has been dropped for the loss of dear Mrs. Happer, 
and we have prayed that dear Mrs. Capp may be tenderly borne 
home in the kind Father's arms ; we clasp hands with Mexico, for 
she has divorced the church from the State, and her schools 
ttom the power of the priesthood ; and we congratulate Chili for 
striking a heavy blow at the Papacy in sanctioning marriage as a 
cttn7 institution. 

Thui^ we gather up the dews of the month in the ripened fruits 
and close with prayer. " No hour in all the month," says the 
Secretary, "seems so short. We brought our pitchers to this well, 
and return with them filled." If the interest in a small Society is 
80 well sustained, what may not be reached by the larger 7 Only 
secure the diffusion of knowledge ; we cannot labor or pray under- 
etandingly without it.

One force more, and entirely the strongest within our reach, is 
prayer. Says MIbb Morrison of China : " Pray as yon noTer have 
prayed before for the heathen." Saye Mrs. NewtoD of India: " I 
do need your prayers." Says Miss Noyes : " Do not forget to pray 
for Canton." Mrs. Rentlinger, alluding to the sad oonfeasioQ of a. 
Corisco woman ; " We are bought with bar* of iron, and ruled with 
iron," saya, " pray for na." , Prayer ie the breath of love, and the 
broad worlc of a world's regeneration can be accompliafaed only 
by that warm love of woman which knows no repulse, and by her 
generoDS hand, which is paralyzed only by death. Pagan enemies 
of the early church siud in surpriee : " What women these Christians 
have ! " and it is wonderful how Christ has everywhere associated 
women with Himself in the work of salvation. 

In the immensity of our work, the Egyptian Pyramids are bat 
toys at our feet ; and our footprints are so small, so few, so r^^ed I 
Our life hastens to its meridian, and we have scarcely yet laid the 
foandation stones ! 

We sound the reveille — to the work ! to the work ! Hew, and 
ohiset, and polish I Lengthen and widen the foundations 1 carry up 
Qw superstructure, and each block shalS be a beautiful mosaic of 
Christian woman's love and toil, faith and self-denial, and when the 
top stone, inscribed in gleaming letters, " Ichthus,'' — "Salvation 
through Christ" — shall have been laid by other hands than oun, 

" One song sball burst from BTary naliun— ona ory— 
Worthy the Lamb, for He was slain for tis ; 
Th« dwellers in the vales and on the rocks 
Shout to eaoh other, and the mountain tops, 
Prom distant mounlaios, catch the flying joy ! " 

And, like a cloud of incense, earth, with her thousand voices, tetli 
the silent sky, and tells the stars, and tells yon rising sun — aye,

WOMAN'S PRESBYTERIAN BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



ABTIOLX I. 

This Society ehall be called the Women's PreBbyteriao Board of 
HieeioDP. 



The object of the Society shall be to promote aa interest among 
tbe Christian Women of the Northwest in tbe work ofForeign Mis- 
moUB, and to work in co-operation with the Assembly's Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian Church. 



The officers of this Society shall be a Preiidenl, six Vice Preti- 
dentt, or more — two of them only residents of Chicago — three Gor- 
retponding Secretaries, a Recording SecrMary, a TreosUTer, sixteen 
or more Manager n, and an Audiiress. These officers shall be 
elected at each anDual meeting, and shall constitute an JSxeculive 
Gommiltee, witb power to appoint such sub-committees from tbeir 
number as shall be necessary for the furtherance of the work in 
' which the Society is engaged. They shall have power to fill vacan- 
cies occurring in the Board, and of appointing Corresponding mem- 
bera when the interests of the Society demand it. 

ABTICLE IV. 

The payment of one dollar annually shall constitute a member- 
ship, and twenty-five dollars a life membership.

ABTIGLE V. 

The AdduoI meeting of this Society aball be held at

No special meeting shall be called except by the consent of the 
President, one Vice President and one Secretary. 

&RTIOLE IK. 

Any number of ladies who may form an organization for the same 
purpose as the Woman's Presbyterian Board of Missions, and de- 
siring to co-operate therewith, may become an Auxiliary, by 
reporting the same to one of the Corresponding Secretaries of the 

Society. 



This Constitution may be altered or amended at an annual meet- 
ing, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Section 1. This Board will work In harmony with, and under 
the supervision of the authorities of the Assembly's Boards of 
Missions of the Presbyterian Church, and shall be subject to their 
approval in the employment and remuneration of missionaries ; and 
in the designation of their fields of labor, and in the support of 
Bible readers and pupils in the foreign field. 

Section 2. AU missionaries supported by this Board shall be 
approved by the constituted Missionary authorities of the Presbyte-

lian Church, and shall kbor under their direction, and ^atl be 
subject to the same mlea and regtUations that govern the other mis- 
sionsriee of their particular mission. 

Section 3. The Treasurer shall receive all eontributions of this 
Board, and ehall pay them into the Treasury of the Assembly's 
Boards of Jliasiona, as designated by the Auxitiaties, and all ^nds 
not thus designated sball be appropriated according to the decision of 
the Esecative Committee. 

ABTICLE XII. 

The President or one of the Vice Presidents shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board. 

The Recording Secretary shall notify of all meetings of the Society 
and of the Executive Committee, and shall keep a fiill record of the 
proceedings. 

The Corresponding Secretaries shall, under the direction of the 
Executive Committee, conduct the correspondence of the Board with 
Foreign and Home Missionaries, and with all Ausiliary Societies, 
tmd shall endeavor to form Auxiliary Societies. It shall also be 
their duty to present to the annual meeting of this Board a report 
of the work accomplished during the year, for publication.
